(warm, not hot. for active 
dry yeast, lukewarm for 
compressed yeast). Sprinkle 
or crumble in yeast; stir un­ 
til dissolved, Blend in luke­ 
warm milk mixture. Add 
egg and about half the flour. 
Beat until smooth. Stir in 
remaining flour to form a 
soft, dough. Turn put on a 
floured board. Knead until 
smooth and elastic. Place in 
greased bowl. Brush with 
softened shortening. Cover; 
let rise in warm place, free 
from draft, about one hour 
until doubled in bulk. Punch 
down.

V* rup butter
^ cup honey 

1 tablespoon cinnamon
*6 cup raisins
\*z cup pecans 

Mix butter, honoy and 
cinnamon. Spread over 
dough.
